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1 . (Amended) A portable facility for reconditioning an antifriction 
bearing having components including a race provided with a raceway and rolling 
elements that roll along the raceway , said facility comprising; an enclosure that 
is portable in the sense that it can be [placed on and] moved by a transport 
vehicle; equipment within the enclosure for inspecting components of the 
bearing; and more equipment [with] within the enclosure for repairing defects in 
components of the bearing.
